More Gas at Viking. 


From time to time reports have 
come from the gas fields north of 
town of great strikes of-gas so that 
now jt takes a strike of more than 


ual comment among the townspco- 
ple. Now that the field is establish- 
ed it is only natural to expect that 
when a new well is started it is on- 
lya matter of Gays until it is finish- 


ed. And that has been the case . 


ever since the first well was com- 
pleted at a depth of 2240 feet and 
a flow of 9,000,000 feet struck with 
a pressure of 580 pounds. 

Last Saturday morning Well No. 
8 came fffto existence as one of the 
producing gas wells in this district. 
A strike had been expected for two 
or three days but not until Satur- 
day was the main gas chamber tap- 
ped by the drillers at a depth of 
about 2336 feet. A flow of 3,000,000 
feet was found and it 1: Sette 
stronger every day is the report. A 
number of officials, including Eu- 
gene Coste, of Calgary, one of the 
chief promotors of the drilling com- 


pany, was on hand when the gas|~ 


was struck.’ 
This well was begun with the in- 
tention of getting oil but such a 


great strike of gas precludes any. oil 


bearing strata so drilling for oil in 
this well will in all probability be 
abandoned and the derrick moved 
to some other location where an- 
other attempt will be made to fet 
oil. Scientists and geologists are of 
thé opinion that oil exists in the 
Viking field and it is upon this ex- 
pert advice that the company will 
continue their search for oil. That 
they will be ultimately successful is 
certain beyond a doubt. Many pre- 
dicted before the first gas- well w ‘as 
a success that it would be a dismal 
failure but now after cight wells 
ranging in flow from 3,000,000 ta 
9,000,000 feet per day are finished 
such predictions are conspicuous by 
their absence. i 

More than one company is now 
interested in the gas and oil devel- 
opments in this district. Several 
have not yet begun actiye operations 
on account of scarcity. of material 
and skilled workmen, and drillers; 
but there is another one about to 
start operation within a short time. 
Last fall W. F. Travis interested a 
group of English capitalists in’ the 
Viking field and has secured some 
twelve thousand acres of leases .in 
‘the heart of the anti-cline. Their 
first well will be drilled on the W. 
J. Collisson farm, six miles north 
of town. They havea splendid der- 
rick completed, substantial. cook 
and bunk houses built and two car 
loads’ of machinery have arrived 
and been hauled te the site. The 
balance of the equipment is expect- 
ed this week. John. 0O,° Williams. 
mechanical engineer was in tawn 
last week and says the outfit being] 
shipped to this well is the most} .

White some may doubt the wis- 
dom of government subsidizing of 
the press, there are probably ver 
few who are prepared to find fault 
with the grant of a 24-hour ieased | 
wire service from Halifax to Victoria. 
Canada, with its immense distances 
and its tendency towards provincial- 
ism, needed this service and, while 
perhaps it might have been desirable 
—if it had been possible—for the 
press to have financed the scheme 
itself and kept free of any suspicion 
of receiving favors from the govern- 
ment, yet it is a good thing that the 
service has been established in any 
case. 


It is interesting to note that it was 
very largely the papers with a lean- 
ing towards free trade which were in 
the forefront in petitioning for assis- 
tance. The argument that cdartied 
weight with the government. was that} 


it was impossible—and yet nation- 
ally desirable—for the Canadian 
press to maintain a news, service 


across ‘the barren stretches lying 
between New Brunswick and Que- 
bec; Ontario and. Manitoba; Alberta 
and the coast. American ‘manufac- 
tured: news was coming in from New 
York, St. Paul and Seattle, but the 
Canadian product was not circulating 
owing to physical and other disabili- 
ties.

It. will 
tend to give the agricultural interests 
of the west a clearer understanding 
of what is going on in the east and, 
vice versa, it will keep the manufac- 
turing interests of the east better in- 
formed on western happenings. If
